WASHINGTON, Sept. 7.—President 
Taft has withdrawn for the exclusive 
use of the navy 37,000 acres of rich 
oil lands in the Elk Hills, California. 
The order waa issued yesterday. The 
tract withdrawn adjoins the Midway 
and McKittrick oil fields. Tests al­ 
ready made by experts from the geo­ 
logical survey indicate a 250,000,000 
barrel*, or twenty-five years' supply, 
baaed on liberal estimate of the prob­ 
able consumption by the navy. 
AII of the new battleships of the 
navy, including craft of all sties and 
kinds, are equipped with oil-burning 
engines. Those ships 
now 
building 
will be equipped with oil burners. 
The decision of the president 
to 
provide the fuel for the ships of the 
navy from government oil tanks fol­ 
lowed an inveatigatlon of 
the 
oil 
land* in the public domain by Secre­ 
tary of the Interior 
Ballinger

years ago. The investigations disclos­ 
ed that 50 per cent of the land aet 
aside is undisputed public land. Thirty 
per cent, however, has been patented 
by the Southern Pacific railroad and 
others. The Department of Justice is 
now working to invalidate the sec 
tions patented by the railroad. Suits 
will be filed against the other paten­ 
tees. Twenty per cent is covered by 
claim* of oil operators which will be 
wiped out if the government wins its 
suit against the railroad.

works through the roots of trees and 
is hard to control, for the reuson that 
the disease passes from the roots of 
an infected tree to the roots of an 
adjoining tree. In one apricot orchard 
at Tustin twenty-five trees have been 
killed by the disease and an adjoin­ 
ing orchard shows Infection. 
The Florida bi-buck is not contag­ 
ious in that it is due entirely to soil 
conditions. 
Fertilization 
conditions 
produce the disease.

A small shipment of avocados* or 
ahuacates from Orange county and an­ 
other via New Orleans from the is­ 
lands of the gulf arrived on the local 
market yesterday. 
The Orange coun­ 
ty fruit, which was smaller than the 
average, was selling for $2.25 a dozen. 
The avocado is fast becoming a com­ 
mercial product in this state, and dur­ 
ing the last few years several hunderd 
thousand trees have 
been 
planted. 
Authorities are of the opinion that the 
day is not far distant when California 
will nearly supply the country with 
• his fruit. 
The avocado is perhaps 
on! bf the most delicious and deli­ 
cately flavored of products 
adapted 
for use in salad and iB usually served 
in this fashion, although in Mexico, 
the country in which it originated, the 
natives eat It a» it comes from the 
tree. A number of excellent varieties 
of avocado trees have been propagat­ 
ed in this state, and the Bise of the 
crop is increasing steadily. 
The Bellefleur apple shipments are 
beginning to increase. 
Several cars 
came in yesterday. 
The great Wat­ 
sonville district is now coming to the 
fore with an enormous output, 
and 
henceforth a great portion of the fruit 
will be received from that point. Wat­ 
sonville is the largest apple-growing 
section in the state, and 
the 
entire 
cron Is cultivated almost exclusively 
by Dalmatians and Slavonians. 
Potatoes are coming from the north 
In large quantities, and carload lots 
are received iRmost every day. Large 
shipments of peas are also coming in.

expected to be short this year.
